(chiefly yee who have Authotitie, Learning, and Knowledg in

ber of ignorant malicious people, who paſle away, (but tryall, 
or puniſhment) like as coſoners, _- ſalvers, chitlitans, 
witches, charmers, and divers other forts of "ti - whoſe

names I will for the preſent omit, in hope they will deſiſt, their 
own conſciences accuſing them; But alas I doubt not, but the 
moft part of chem lack both ſoul, conſcience, and fear of God, 
are of more unhappy life, ignorant, and void of all «kill, giving 
ever to the diſeaſed quid pro quo, promiſing marvails,and to cure 
all things in (hore ſpace : which I grant is a ſure Maxime, as] 
could give over many examples to the deſtruRion of many, ind 
gtief of thoſe to whom they appertain. Of choſe abuſers, there 
are cight or nine divers ſorts : For ſome run from one town to 
another, promiſing to heal all things by vomitaries, and laxutes, 
chicfly with Antimonie, Precipitatum, (which is powder of 
Quickſilver) Laureols, Elebour, Colocynth, Æſula, Catapus, 
and divers other poyſonable medicaments, full of venom un- 
corrected, without either waight or meaſure : thoſe are the 
death of infinite numbers, who for the moſt part end their daies 
by cruell vomiting, inſatiable going to the (tool, with ſyncops 
and intolerable dolour of the ſtomack and inteſtines ; of thole, 
ſome die the fitſt or ſecond day; the molt robuſt, the ſeventh 
or eight day at the fartheſb. Another ſort of thoſe deceivers 
alledg ro have their knowledge by reading ſome other vul- 
gar Books, thoſe fellowes promiſe rare things, and are gu- 
niſhed with ſome words that are obſcure, and not common, 
nor well can be undetſtood to themſelves, or by their Audi- 
cor But to make it the more plauſible, they ever thruſt in 
thoſe obſcure words, in any purpoſe, and to make the matter to 
have more faith, they enterlace Scripture, with ſighs, and 
ſobs, and divers other circumſtances. The third takes upon 
him to heal all things by Charmes, and praying to Saints of 
the like name that the ſickneſſe is of, alledging the diſeaſes to be 
ſome Saints evil!, as for example: ſuch as become paralitick 
through a deflux of humors on the nerves, they term ie to be 
a blaſt of evill wind, and hy praying to St. Blast, it ſhall heal:

Main, with divers other which were long to repeat, Thoſe 
deceitfull ignorant people, conſider not that all thoſe diſeaſes 
were long before any of thoſe Saints. The fourth ſort alledge 
ro have the curation of all diſeaſes from their Parents, as heri. 
tage, and thoſe be impudent deceivers. The fift fort vaunts 
to oe skilfull in ſuch like diſeaſes, by experience upon them- 
ſelves, alledging them to be molt skilfull in the cure of the 
French Poxe, becauſe he was cured himſelf ſundry times of 
the ſame diſeaſe, The ſixt takes upon him to cure all things by 
onable Vomitaries only, chiefly Antimony, by the 
which thoſe deceivers perverts all orders divine and humane, 
in Townes, and Nations, as ever hath been obſerved in Phyſick, 
that hath many evils happening, exprefly coodemned by Hip- 
pecrates, and divers other of the learned. The ſeventh fort of 
thoſe ignorants, having ſome ulcers in their legs, or armes a 
certain ſpace, takes upon him to heal all ſores, alledging by 
ſome revelation, to have an un called wngueutun - - 
"2 lara : this fellow with the reſt doth cure all their abuſes 
and miſchiefs, with a truce or ſtone. The eight ſort who having 
almoſt drunk out one of his eyes, and uſeth ſome few remedies 
for the ſame, profeſſeth himſelf to be a fine Eyneſt. The ninth 
ſort who hath been cut of the ſtone, or rupture, or ſeen beaſts 
cut, takes upon him to be molt excellent in the rupture, or 
ſtone. All thoſe with divers others take on them to have done 
many cures, yet they forget the infinite murthred by them. 
Such miſchiefs were never ſuffered among the Infidels, much 
lefle mould be amongſt Chriſtians, to the great diſhonour of 
God and his Lawes. I read at Rowe in the time of Cue, that ig- 
norants were baniſhed that Common: wealth, the learned only 
and expert retained for the preſervation of the publick weal, 
with power to ſuch, to puniſh all abuſers who durſt be ſo 
bold to tranſgreſſe the commandements, conſtitutions, ſta- 
tutes and ordinances divine and humane. I might recite here 
many authorities both of the ancient and new writers, as well of 
Ethnicks as Chriſtians, whereof ſufficient witneſſes remain of 
the great pains they have _ in keeping the Canons of this 
2 Art, 


Art and puniſhing of Im poſtots in ſuch fort, that they were 
eſtet med as Gods. Seeing thoſe Ecthnicks have been ſo curious 
in this matter, how juſtly may wee that take the name of Chiti. 
{tians be evill thought of, for ſuffering of ſuch abuſers in our 
Art ; yet 1 hopeall honeſt men, eſpecially you, who are to- 
wards his M:jeſtie, will be earneſt in purchaſing of privildges 
and lawes, for -eltraining of all ignorant abuſers in this King. 
dome, like 2s is granted to Men of our Art, in other civg! 
Countries tothe great ayd and comfort of all Kings of thoſe 
parts. It pl-ated his Sacred Majeſtie to hear my complaint a. 
bout ſome fourteen yeers agor, upon certain abuſers of our 
Art, of divers forts and ranks of people, whereof wee have 
good tore, and all things failing, unthtifte, and idle people 
doe commonly meddle themſelves with our Art, who ordina- 
rily doe paſſe without either tryall or puniſhment. The matter 
being conſidered, and the abuſe weighed by his Ma jeſtie and 
Honourable Councell, thought not to be tolerated, for the 
which I got a priviledge under his Highneſſe privie ſeal, to 
try and examine all Men upon the Arg of Chyrurgerie, to dif. 
charge, and allow in the Welt parts of Scotland, who were wor. 
thy, or unworthy, to profeſſe the ſame. The which J obſerved 
as I might, although there be Men of greater zuthoritie and 
ſufficiency to puniſh, and correct ſuch if they would. But ſu.h 
is the iniquitie of time, that abuſers are commonly over ſeen 
by ſuch as ovght to puniſh them: in ſuch ſort that one blinde 
guides another, and molt commonly fall both into the ditch, 
In the mean time thele cheaters are p.rmitted to uſe churms, 
lics, excreable oithe, mortiferous poyſon, fallacious and uncei- 
rain experiment whereby they deſtroy both friend and foe, exit 
detracting the true profeflors of the Art. Now worſhipfull 
Brethren, in reſpect of thoſe enormities with divers moe, which 
were long to repeat, doubt not but all yee who 2re learned and 
tive protellors, hav ng accefſl-, and credit with his Majeſtic, 
will ſeek and obtain ſu h priviledges, and lawes, as well to 
correR and puniſh abuſers, as alſo to withſtand the frivolous ot 
fantaltic- II opinions of ſuck as uſe them, and neichet for te- 


queſt 
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-_ nor lucre, to admit any ſuch ignorant abuſers to pro- 
efſe our Art, but ſay with the Learned Philoſopher, Plate, 
Secrates, that the world are our friends, but the veritie a- 
bove all. Which veritie maketh the flouriſhing of all Com- 
mon-wealths, arts and ſciences. The which if you endes 
vour your ſelf to proſecute, no doubt but that of ve- 
ritie who doth recompence each one according to his me-

reading viherecf we find the invention of Chrzurgery aſcr1 
bed (foz the ertellency thereof) to the Gods the mſclves,ts 
wit, to &lulapius, Don of Appollo fromthe which Pods- 


leg Muchaon his Sens, learned the ſame and cured ſundy 


and divers which were deadly hurt at the lege of Troy ag 
reporteth Homer the Poet. Clemens Alexandrinus ſaith, that 


the firſt Dperatoz was Mizram Don to Han the Nephew 


Noah,and after him Apis,and Otitis Kings of A2yp:,Corne- 
lus C clſus ſarth, that it was found and ererciſed long befoze 
any other ſciences. But paſſing with ſilence, Apollo, & cu- 
lapius, Machaon, PoGalire, & all that fort of gods as alſo Hip. 
poctates, Galen, Pithagoras, Empedoc les, Parmenides P. 
mander, D. mocritus, Chiron, Pron, Hcraclides, Diocies, 
Cariſtus, Hcroplulus, Eraſtratus, Sanctus Coſmus, and D:. 
miarus two wezthy Arabs, Meſucs, Avicenna , Averroyes, 
Paulus, with infinite others Arabs, Hcbrues, Greckes, am 
Latins, and all the ancient Philoſophers, together with 
Alexander the Great, Joſina the 9. King of Scotland, who 
Uved before Chuſt 161. pears, Marcus Antonius, and di- 
vers others, Cmperozo, Rings e Pzinces, which profeſſeth 
the ſame, it is evidenly tſhewed unto us by the holy Scrip/ 
tures and pzophane TUriters, like as by the writs of the 
learned, who pzofeed the ſame,that the medicine, Chy:ur- 
gion with the medicaments was invented 4 appzoved by 
Gov himſelfe,fozin the 20. chap.cfthe 2. vook of the Binge 
wee read how Eiay healed,by Gods commannement,E2ccti- 
as by laying a figge on his biles and ſozes : as allo in the . 
und 1 ©. thap.df 1 obias, how the Angeli tommanded him to 
ay a fiſh called Caſſidil! and to take the gaull thereof to the 
web of the eyes. In the 12. and 1 2. of Leviticus God gon 
manded the Iſraelites when they entred in Caparnavr,

of divers colours upon the okinne , that ſuch Gould bee 
fore Aaron, and rejected foz lepers, by ſuch ſignes 
as 19 ſet done in that chapter. But what, not onely was 
it invented by the divine power, but in like manner erpzeſly 
commanded in the 28. chapter of Ecclcf. and divers other 
places, that the pꝛoteſloʒs thercef ſhould bee honoured by all 
men, o God created him to the cften that he remarne with 
thee to aſſure thee, and them which are with thee, and that 
thou defraud him not of his wages, foz Ood created the me - 
dicines of the carth,and the wiſe will not diſdaine the ſame: 
fez hee gave this ſciente to man, that hee may be gloꝛiſied in 
his mer vailcus wozkes, foz hee is the curer of all things. 
Bow ſecing J have ſufficiently both by the ſcripture and o⸗ 
ther wilt pꝛoved the ercellency of Thyzurgcry,it is not need⸗ 
full to compare ths ſame with other Arts and ſciences, ſoz if 
any Art bee praiſed becauſe it was and io p2ofeſſed of noble 
men, yet may clearcly perceive that the Gods, Cmpercurs, 
Binge, and Pzinces have pꝛauiſed the lame. Jf wee conſt 
der the ſentence of the divine Philoſopher Dato. that things 
good are difficile, there is nothing harder then Chozurgery, 
the which will occupy a man all his life time, to ſeck out the 
nature of things pertaining thereto. If things be pꝛaiſed fo2 
their ſtrength and fozce, what thing is of mo2c ſtrength then 
to reſtozs man to his health, which otherwiſe was altoge- 
ther loſt ; ſome man may perchance objec to mee and al- 
leage, that many pzofeſozs of Thyzurgery, with their 
chacmes, hearbes full of poyſon, andfalſe promiſes deſtroy 
many people, who weuld eauly have recovered their health 
if they had given no credit to ſuch diſlemblers. J anſwere, 
that ſuch deter vers deſerve and meritt to bee grievouſly pus 
niſhed, and baniſhed out of all Countries, as J have ſaid in 
my epiſtle to Chy:urgidbs. I read foz the retraining of (ſuch 
abuſers that the wiſe Juriſconſult V!/pizn in the 50. and laſt 
deck of the Dig (ts exprefly defendcd,that any baily governoz 
of Province,oz Judge, ſheuld c hooſe, conſt itute, oz licence a⸗ 
any of our pzofefſion, but to — —_—_ 1 Pa.

butcs, impoſts, watching, warding, riding in hoſts, oz in- 
queſts, and all other ſuch common charges, which lawes are 
all yet obſerved in France, Italy, x divers other ci vill parts, 
TUould to God it were ſo in this Ille, ſo God wculd be glo, 
rified, his Bicthnes ſubjects well ſerved, and honcſt men re- 
lieved of great burden ; as no doubt the beſt diſpoſed doe ſe 
think.

The ſecond rule is, that the meat ſhould be well ſodden 
and chewed befoze it be let down, otherwiſe it chargeth the 
ſtomack too much, and froubleth the concoction, not being 
cut ſmall with the teeth oz knife, which being done, advans 
ceth the firſt digeſtion. This is the reaſon that they that 
have many teeth live long, as ſaith Hippocrates, 

Thirdly, they mult ve very wary to overcharge their ſto- 
mac k, but ever riſe from the table with appetite to eat moze, 
foz in over much charging the ſtomack, the naturall heat is 
weakened, Hippocrates ſaith, a man ſhould never eat till 
he be ſull, neither buſier to exerciſe ; fog moderate travell 
ercitates the naturall heat:ſo, very necefary foz all people to 
beuſed befoze meat. 

Fourthly, that they cat only of one oz two ſozts of meat 
at once, otherwiſe it troubleth the ſtomack, foz all meats 
are not of one qualitie, and ſome digeſt ſooner than other: 
beſides, the eating of divers meats and ſundze ſawces, pꝛo⸗ 
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voketh much dzink, which is an hindzance to ths digeſtion, 3 de ſame,

Rodin ſaith, in his Common-wealth, that the winds make 
great variety in us, foz in countryes where the wind is vi- 
olent and great, the people are turbulent in ſpirit;and there 
where the winds are not ſo violent, the people are of a mant 
quiet ſpirit.

V Ven the inflamation neither ceſolveth, returneth 

inwardly,ſuppureth, noz becometh hard, it degen- 
dercth in Gangren, which is a moztification,not altoocther 
of the part, but tending thereto by little and little, thzough 
the great violence of the infamation : foz thereby the veins 
and arteries are ſtopped in ſuch ſozt, that tho naturall heat 
cannot paCe,ſo the part eaſily doth coʒrupt and conſume,and 
fs warcth Gangrenat fo: lack of naturall and vitall ſpirits. 
T be tauſe is great quantity of blod in the member which 
letteth the ſpirits to raſſe, ſo bindeth and intercepteththe 
ſame in ſuch ſozt, that the veins and arteries cannot work 
their tranſpiration and requiſite <rhalation : ſo ſoz lack of 
naturall heat, the member dati ſuſlocate. As alſo great ap- 
plication of cold medicaments in Phlegmon x Yerefipilis, 
0; by ſome violent erternall canſe, chicflyin the foot oz hands 
which happeneth oftentimes by cold, erifis of fe vers, oz ua 
ugnant and venomous maladies. As alſo ſtraight ligatours, 
tontuſtons, ftroktes, falls, oz biting of venomous beaſts, 
chicfly in the wayes and paſſages where the ſpirits doe paſs, 
2; by ſome. pointed Trove upon the membzains, tendens, 
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ij ner vous parts. The ſignes are, if if come of inflamati- 
on, we perceive the red colour, dolour, pulſation and feling 
to decay, if wared pale, ſoſt and black, and in preſſing on it

The place of amputation being ſo remarked, wee ſcrtuats 
the ſick in afit place, having reſpec both to the nature, qua- 
htie of the part, ans our own commoditie. Foz this pur: 
poſe ſome doc ſet the ſick on a bed ſive foz fear of fincops, J 
my ſclf uſc only a chayz*, which JI finde moſt commodious 
both foz the ſick and Chr zurgion, becau'e it may be com- 
modiouſiy placed ; which done, you ſhall have two men to 
hold and attend upon the Patient, then the Chyzurgion ſhall 
command the ück to bend out, and extend that member, 
to the end the gkinn, veins, artertee, and nerves may ba 
moze lengthend, and after the amputation may bee mon 
apparant to bee knit oz cauterized. That being done, the 
Chyzurgion ſhall pluck up the akinn and muſcles as much 
as he can, thereafter he ſhall take a trong ribben, and bind 
the member faſt about the place of the member, two inches 
above where the amputation ſhall be. 

T he uſage of this ribben oz band is divers. Firft, it hol 
deth the member hard and faſt, ſo that the inſtrument 0zin- 
ciſing knife may cut maze ſurely. Secondly, that the fa 
ling of the whole parts may be ſtupifted, and rendzed inſe 
fible. Zhirdly,that the flure of blod may be ſtayed. Fourth 
le it holdeth ap the skinn and muſcles which maſt _ 
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the bone after it be cut, and ſo it maketh it moze eaſie to 
heat. The bandage then being thus made, wee cut the fleſh 
with a raſoz 02 inciſing knife, which muſt be ſomewhat 
croked to the fozm of a hwk oz half mon, 

The fleſh then being ſo cat to the bone, the ſaid bone muſt 
be diligently rubbed and ſcraped with the back of the ſayd 
kmfe, which back muſt be made purpoſely foz that effe, to 
the end the perio which covereth the bone, may be lefſe 
painfull in cutting of the bone. Othet wiſe it teareth and ri 
det with the fame, ſo cauſeth great dolour : Alſo letteth the 
cutting,although the bone hath no feeling of it ſelf. This be- 
ing done, you mult ſaw the bone with a ſhar pe ſawe : then 
loſe the ligatour, dzaw down the skin, and cover the bons 
in alt the pares;and.f there be great putrifacton, let it bled 
alittle, ſoʒ that diſchargeth the part and ſs is lefſe ſubjec to 
wfamation : then one of the Aſifters ſhall put the extreami- 
ties of hes fingers on the great vaine t arteries, to tay them 
from bler ding, till the Thyzurgion either knit oz cauterize 
them one alter another. 
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2s he ſhall think exyedient. But where there is putre faai-

admoniſhed of the place to which they onght tolwk, acco2- 
dung to that which David ſaith, | life mine eyes to thee that 
cwellelt in the Heavens. Vigo wzitech, that the eyes of a- 
dead Uirgin hath great virtue againſt enchantments and 
tharmes. Hippocrates commandeth us, when we firſt vi⸗ 
lite the cke, to caſt aur eye on the eye of the ſick, where 
ſhall ve ſcenc the ſtrength oz weakaeſſe of the antmall facul- 
ties : if the eye be cleere and digt, there is god hope: if ob- 
ſcure and tenebzous, it bath pzognofticate death. Likewiſe 
the excellency of it is knowne in the certitude of the actons, 
foxno doubt it is the ſence moſt aſſured, whereof commeth 
the olde pꝛoverb, that one witneſſes which hath ſeen, is bet- 
ter than ten which onyx heard.

ces, to what uſe they ſerve ; to the end he may ule fit reme- 
dies fo; each party diſeaſed, ſe ing it is holden foz a marine 
in medicine, that one cannot know what commeth contrary 
to nature in any part , except he will know firſt the nature 
of each part and things belonging thereto.

Che Paraliſie pʒot e ds of a thin ſerous humoz,vwhich ſofte- 
neth x Lwſeth the nerve, repzeſenting all the objeas youble, 
as ſometime happeneth to people that are yzunksn. The 
Ruption, is when the nerve is b:zoken ez dilacerate, which 
commeth by ſtrokes, and maketh that the viſible ſpirit tan 
not paſſe. All the diſeaſes of the nerve optick make a com- 
men ümptane, which is called by the Arabians Ct em- 
"4 ; which is as ſaith E u a blindneCe without hurt, apa⸗ 
rance,oz mark in the eye. Thole vs the p:incipall nuladiee 
which doe occupie the eye, foz the which vcu ſhall hear p:in- 
cipall Rules iu the next Chapter following fo the conſerva- 
tion of the ſame, with a bztefe rehearſall of ſuch things as ati 
P2ofitable and hurtfull,in generall:with the cure of ſuch par- 
ticulars as are molt common in this Country. But, as fo; 
very particular piſea'e of tho eve, eye /lids, and cozners cf 
the eye; becauſe they be moze than an hundzed in number, 
ſa not met in this place to make a deſcription thereof, bs 
cauſe that divers appzovey authsz 3 have wzitten of the moſt 
part of them, both Greekes, Arabians, Litines, and others, 
whoſe help A be uſed in this wozk : ſo J doubt not but 
that the skilfuil Chyzurgion will take advice with them in 
dat matter, 
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Which containeth a Regiment very ex- 
quiſite for the conſervation of the fi ſight, 
with ſuch things as are profitable, 
or hurttull for the ſame. 


Ach people who have their ſight either diminiſhed oz 

grown weak, hall ünde in this Chapter a ſhozt regi⸗ 
ment, with ſuch remedies as bath ben witten either by 
Giceks, Hebrews, Arabrans, 02 Lamnnes, fo: the conſervation 
of the ſame: which regament ſhall partly conſiſt in god 
Dyet, Pharmacy, and Chyzurgerie. 

The fozm of Dyct hath ben thought by cur ancicnts the 
moſt noble part of all, in ſo much as it is a familiar friend to 
nature, being rightly uſed, and neither doth alter noz trou- 
ble the ſame in any ſozh. This Dyet conũſteth not only in 


cating and dzinking, as thinketh the common ſozt but alſo + 
inthe admimttratis of the ſir things, which the medieiners 


doe call Unnaturalls ; like as, the Apze, heat, Dink, 
ping, Waking, Potion, Keſt, C vacuation, Repletion, 
with the Paſſions and Pertur bations of the minde. 

The which is the firft, hath a mighty power in alte- 
ring and changing our bodies it paſſeth direaly by the noſe 
ta the bzains, by the mouth to the heart, by the paſſages of 
the heart and movement of the arteries, though the whole 
body. Jt doth furnith nouriſhment tothe ſpirits in (uch ſozt, 
that Hi; pc races ſarth, of the conſtitution of the ayze depen⸗ 
deth the godand evill diſpoſition of our humozs and ſpirits. 
Lhe ayze mult neither be over-cold, hot, no: hunnd, but 
clear, declining to moderate heat, and dzineſle, ta ing als 
wayes heed of the ar dent heat of the Sun, and raraus of the 
Pan, and foz the Cyzring, which is the dew that ſalleth 
iter the evening: Allo from cold, moiſt ie, and rainie wea⸗ 

1 3 ther: 
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Alloes one dzam, Incenſe thze dzams, mire all together 
and make one pertuine. 
As concerning the windes, the South and Ne:th winde; 
are enemies to the cyc, as faith ppoctites The ape which 
cometh from ditch waters, moſſes and rotten carrions are 
evill, fire, reeke, dnſt, and blowing of Alchimie fo2 the 
which, uch as have their eyes weak ſhould not blow at Al 
chimie in (@king out the Philoſophers tone, in caſe they 
loſe both their eyes and purſe alſo. Over great light is alſe 
noyſome, as vou ſhall hear in the chapter of OH ima, 

As concerning the colours, ſome are hurtfull, others not 
the white colour diCipateth the ſpirits in dꝛawing to it, and 
the vlack renvzeth the ſpirits moze groſſc: as fo: blew, vis- 
let and green, they rejoyce the ſight amongſt the which, the 
ſaphier and emerod are pzofitable, 

Theſecond point conſiſteth in eating and dzinking, the 
ſick muſt abſtain from all grofſe, viſcous, vapozous, ſalty, 
windy, ſwert and picking things that are full ofercrements, 
taking herd to eat leſſe at night than at non. As touching 
bzcad and fleſh, they muſt ve ſuch (and ſo pꝛepared as you 
have heard in the ſecond Chapter of the ſecond Book. Cags 
new layd and ſoft, taken with powder of @ugar, Cannall, 
and Cnphzarc, clarifie the ſight . but being fryed arc noy- 
ſome. Uergie, Utnegar,and juice of Limonds map be uſed, 
Saffron, Cannell, Ginger, Pepper, Nutmegs, Yony, and 
oyle of Olive, ate not hurtfull ; all baked meat, milk, and 
all that commeth of it, is evill. As touching hearbs,ſome are 
appꝛoved foz the fight, as Sage, Pergeline, Betonic,Roſc- 


- marie, Pint, Pimpernell, buyds of Aſperge,Cye-baght, 


Succozie, Parſly, Carret rots, and Capers. The Acabi- 
ans recommend Navets, and Zurnips greatly, if there be 
mired with them Finkel!, and Annats, becauſe they art

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windy. The hearbes which are hurtſull and fozbidden, 
are Letice, Aneths, Baſilick, Purpie, Pozthte, Cabbage, 
Colwozt, Garlicke, Dnyons, Beets, Spinage, Sybows, 
Radiſh, Parſnips, Dlives, with all raw fruits, which are 
hartfull to the ight,by reaſon of their great hurnidtty, boyled

Fieges and Rayſons may be uſed, and thus much concsr- 


ning eating. : 

In dzink there are two things to be conſidered,the qualt- 
ty, and quantity. As foz the quality, the great Pediciner 
Achigenes ſatth, in all maladies of the eyes much dzink is 
hurtfull. And as touching the quantity, Ariltocle in his 
P3zoblemes ſapth, that thoſe that dzink water have their 
light very ſubtill: Vet Rats and Av.cen condemne the uſage 
of water, which opinion is agreeable to companions that

B red, is a waſhing and teping of the whole body fo; 
the better pzeſervation and conſervation of Pans health, 
and recovery of that which is loft, which was had in great 
uſe and cuſtome amongſt the Ancrents, as among the 
Gzekes  Arabians and Latines, and is alſo very much u- 
ſed and pradiſed in all Nations in theſe our dayes, and 1s 
reckoned among the ſorts of evacuations, a ſingular reme 
dy: bihereok there are two ſorts, one naturall, and another 
artificuall. The naturall are ſaid to be ſuch, as come and 
pzoccerde naturally out of the greund, and are alwaies 
warme and hott of themſelves, but pet are of divers ſorts, 
qualities, and virtues, accozving to the diuerſitie of the 
places, from whence the water cometh and p;eceedeth, as 
if it come from Salt, Allom, @ulphur, Braſſe, Copper, 
Gclv, Iron, and ſuch like. The Walt is god foz pit 
tous, cold, and humide Paladies, Yyvzopſie, dolc urg, 
pains and Aches of the Belly, Stomack, Patrix and k1d- 
neys, alſo it is god fog all Catarres, Cpilepſic, dolours cf 
the bladder, head, fomack and cares, whites of women, and 
cabbes, Generally thzough all the body, as is at large diſ- 
ſet downe by Galen.
